Dissimilarities 

In The Blood-Horse of March 26 Jere- 
miah Courtney. examining the logic of 
his own opposition to off-track betting, 
decided that his principal concern was 
for protecting the public against a system 
which encouraged those to bet who least 
could afford it. He feared that the public 
conscience, reacting against off-track 
betting. would be directed against all 
racing. 

As one way of protecting the players 
against themselves (and of guaranteeing 
that off-track money be channeled through 
the pari-mutuel machines. where it be- 
longed), Courtney suggested that race 
tracks set up a credit-card system whereby 
applicants would be thoroughly screened 
to determine their ability to play and 
pay. Those with marginal incomes pre- 
sumably would not be given a card; those 
who could afford to bet but did not have 
the time to visit a race track. could bet on 
account in advance. The off-color, off- 
course betting parlors soon would “dry 
up.” 

On March 26, about 3 weeks after 
Courtney’s piece first reached our office, 
the New York City newspapers reported 
that Mayor Robert Wagner’s Citizens 
Committee for Legalized Off-Track Bet- 
ting. already facing certain defeat of its 
proposal to set up a state-controlled sys- 
tem of off-track wagering. now had sug- 
gested a plan whereby the public could 
bet on credit with state-operated neigh- 
borhood betting parlors. 

Our intrusion probably is unnecessary. 
but in fairness to our friend Courtney 
we feel compelled to remark that. despite

the coincidence in timing and the sem- 
hlance of agreement, he and the mayor’s 
committee are as far apart as Kennedy 
and Nixon. Courtney’s intention was to 
exclude all but a carefully selected off- 
track public, whereas the committee’s 
purpose was to encourage a general par- 
ticipation. Courtney’s purpose was to 
safeguard racing, whereas the committee’s 
was to exploit it. Neither is apt to find 
favor. 


Counsellor 


As a result of a request made by Mar- 
cel Boussac. president of the Societe 
d’Encouragement, to George D. Widener, 
chairman of The Jockey Club, Marshall 
Cassidy is flying to Paris this month to 
study existing methods of control of rac- 
ing in France, and possibly to suggest 
changes designed to improve the super- 
vision of races. The director of racing in 
New York. for many years the leading 
authority on racing rules and methods 
of enforcement. will be in Paris from 
April 22 through April 27. 

Before returning to New York, Cassidy, 
in his capacity as executive secretary of 
The Jockey Club, plans to stop in London 
for a visit to the offices of the Messrs. 
Weatherby. publisher of the General 
Stud Book and registrar for Thorough- 
breds in Great Britian and Ireland. 

Cassidy's trip to Paris is described by 
members of The Jockey Club as an ex- 
ploratory venture international co- 
operation. Among other matters, he will 
almost certainly be asked to consider 
whether France should use stipendiary 
stewards to the exclusion of its present 
method of using unpaid officials in this 
capacity. In evaluating French methods, 
he may also discover procedures which 
may be useful in the U. S. - - especially 
if he studies the Programme des Courses 
Plates. 


The Early Bird 


Churchill Downs’ Brownie Leach re- 
ports that Dr. John Blemer, of Green Val- 
ley Farm. Danville, Calif... already had 
tried to nominate a colt for the 1961 Ken- 
tucky Derby. Name of the youngster is 
Silver Dancer. 

Said Leach: “As far as track officials 
could remember, no owner had ever at- 
tempted to make a Derby nomination so 
far in advance. However, the nomination 
had to be sent back to the owner inasmuch 
as nominations cannot be accepted until 
conditions . . . are decided. This usually 
is done in December.

FLORIDA 
Our Jody, 6 for 8 


Miami. The first time trainer George 
Zateslo breezed a 2-year-old filly named 
Our Jody she went a furlong in 11 sec- 


onds. 


“T didn’t want her to go that fast. but 
there was no holding her.” Zateslo said. 
“I kind of had a sneakine feeling in mv 
heart she was a good one. When I started 
schooling her from the gate. she was 
never headed. T knew right then this was 
the fastest filly T ever had anything to do 
with.” 

Our Jody. a Keystone Stable home-bred. 
wasted no time verifying Zateslo’s high 
opinion of her. She broke her maiden in 
her first start at Gulfstream Park last 
spring. 2 weeks later finished second in 
the Gulfstream Dinner Stakes. She did 
net run again until Tropical Park opened 
months later. 

“No. she didn’t have any physical trou- 
bles. She never has had. except for a little 
splint we had to fire. After that Dinner 
Stakes we just turned her out. She'd acted 
so unruly and unstrung that day we de- 
cided to send her back to the farm and 
give her a chance to settle down.” 

Our Jody spent the summer at .D. L. 
Reynolds’ Saxony Farm. in Saxonburg. 
Pa.. was shipped back to Zateslo at At- 
lantic City in the fall. 


He took his time with her. not racing 


her again until December 21 at Tropical. 


when she broke on top and won by 2 
lengths. Eight days later she again was 
a galloping winner. by 3 lengths. 

In her next start. the Jasmine Stakes 
at Hialeah, Our Jody suffered her only 
defeat of the winter. She opened up 3 
lengths, but was run down by Confuse in 
the last strides. losing by a head. 

“I’ve got to give her an excuse for that 
one.” Zateslo said. “She’d been away 31 
days. and she just got a little tired at the 
end.” 

Our Jody convinced practically every- 
one of her courage under fire in her 
next 2 races. Stretch Drive ran at her 
for half a mile at Hialeah on February 5. 
but Our Jody outgamed her by a_ nose. 
Two weeks later Quaze had her by the 
throat all the way around but at the finish 
Cur Jody’s nose was first on the wire. 

“In both those races she just kept 
diggin’ in. diggin’ in. diggin’ in. Quaze 
grabbed her quick. had her beat 2 or 3 
times.” 

Zateslo has 3 stakes in sight for Our 
Jody. He was to fly her to Aqueduct for 
the $25.000-added Prioress Stakes on 
\pril 6. She will return to Gulfstream a 
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few days after the race. and after the 
track closes on April 23. she will ship to 
Garden State Park. 

“We'll van her from there to New 
York for the Comely on May 4, and 
aiter that she’ll run in the Betsy Ross at 
Garden State May 14. That’s assuming 
everything goes all right. You never know.” 

The Prioress and Betsy Ross are at 6 
furlongs. the Comely at 7 furlongs. 

“I’m sure she'll go a route after she 
matures a_ little more.” Zateslo said. 
“Right now I feel she’s as good as any 
filly in the country at three-quarters.” 

Our Jody is by Degage out of Dancing 
Jody. by Reaping Reward. 

“T bought the dam for $1.700 at the 
Keeneland fall sales in 1950.” George said. 
“She broke her maiden at Hialeah in 


1952, for $5.500. She was cheap, didn’t 
have speed at all. She won at a route, 
coming from out of it. I think this filly 
gets her speed from Wise Counsellor, the 
erandsire of Degage on the dam’s side. 

“Mrs. Reynolds bred the filly. It’s 
tragic she’s never even seen her run. She’s 
been very ill for the past year. She owned 
Dancing Jody, and the breeding was 
strictly her idea. 

“I broke Our Jody on the farm, but I 
wish somebody’d give some credit to Har- 
old Seagraves. He’s the farm manager, 
one of the best there is. He took an 
awful lot of pains raising this filly.” 

Zateslo has been training horses since 
1937. has been with Keystone Stable — 
owned by the Reynoldses and J. F. Doch- 
erty — since 1950. 

Our Jody has settled down considerably 
since her first 2 races. 

“She’s still a little nervous, more or 
less. Not bad. but enough to keep you 
watching her. She doesn’t wash, though. 


TRAINER GEORGE ZATESLO AND Our JupyY 
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Just gets a little hot going to the post. 
She don’t like to be petted. but she’s a 
kind filly. Fairly good doer. 

“She grew about 3 inches last summer. 
Stands about 15:2. Got good depth in 
the girth and good hind quarters. She's 
not a filly to carry a lot of flesh. She'll 
never be robust. but she’s got a good 
frame. 


Going into the Prioress. Our Jody had 
started 8 times. winning 6 races and fin- 
ishing second twice. 

Zateslo rates Piecesofeight. a  $7.500 
claim. as the best horse he has had — up 
to now. “He won the Boardwalk and 
Providence for me...I ran the films 
just last night. 

“I've got another nice filly in the barn 
for Milton Shagrin—San Ju Lee. She 
bowed in the Black Eyed Susan last year. 
but she’s coming back beautiful so far. 
She ought to get back to the races in a 
few weeks.” 


Bally Ache’s Defeat 


The Fountain of Youth Stakes on 
March 23 was supposed to be a romp 
fer Bally Ache, but a little experimenta- 
tion was tried and the colt was literally 
rated into defeat. 

Bally Ache broke on the lead and easily 
put away Will Ye turning into the back- 
stretch. Bob Ussery was standing in the 
irons with a desperate hold on Bally 
Ache down the back side. He turned 
back the challenge of Power Dam at the 
three-eighths-pole. let Cuvier Relic 
through on the inside at the quarter-pole. 
but turned him back, too. 

Llangollen Farm’s Eagle Admiral. sev- 
enth down the backstretch, closed with a 
rush along the rail. under Manuel Ycaza. 
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Bally Ache, which had gone from a_ pull 
to a drive turning for home. could not 
held off the challenger when the latter 
came to him at the sixteenth-pole. It 
was Eagle Admiral by a length. with 
Bally Ache second. Power Dam_ third. 
znd Cuvier Relic fourth. Eagle Admiral 
went the mile and a sixteenth in 1:4145. 
a fifth of a second slower than Round 
Table’s track record. Bally Ache went 
eff at 1-5, at one point was 1-20. 

It looked like a repetition of Bally 
Ache’s defeat by Victoria Park a week 
before the Flamingo Stakes. 

In the mind of Bally Ache’s trainer. 
Jimmy Pitt. Bally Ache should beat Eagle 
Admiral in the Florida Derby. just as he 
heat Victoria Park in the Flamingo. 

“He seems to need a race.” Pitt said. 
“He works good in the mornings. but not 
fast enough. Last year he kept getting 
leat heads and necks and noses because 
I never had time to get a race into him 
before the big stakes. He'll run a_ lot 
better in the Derby.”

Warming Performance 


New York. “Someone asked me_ if 
| Warfare| is going to win the Triple 
Crown. Nobody can say anything about 
that now. but I know that I wouldn't 
want to swap mounts with anybody right 
now.” 

The speaker was Eddie Arcaro, who a 
moment before had won the 6-furlong 
Swift Stakes with Bellehurst Stable’s 
gray colt. setting a new track record of 
1:0985 before 37.362 patrons who had 
sent last year’s 2-year-old champion to 
the post as a 2-to-5 favorite. (Two days 
later. on Monday, March 28. the 6-year-old 
Egotistical. carrying 120 pounds. 6 less 
than Warfare’s assignment in the Swift. 
lowered the 6-furlong mark to 1:0925. 

Warfare’s performance in the Swift was 
especially warming in view of the fact 
he had not competed since finishing sec- 
ond to T. V. Lark in a 6-furlong affair on 
January 6 at Santa Anita Park. About 
3 weeks later it was reported that the 
colt had spread a shoe. and that the 
nails. when they pulled out, had caused 
some damage to the wall of the hoof. 
Shortly thereafter trainer Hack Ross sur- 
rendered his chores to Bill Winfrey and 
returned to Clifford Jones’ farm to con- 
centrate on bringing up the younger 
horses. 

The Determine colt ran the first  half- 
mile of the Swift under a very tight hold, 
about 5 lengths off the pace. In mid- 
stretch he shot past April Skies and. fol- 
lowed by Francis S.. went under the 
wire in front by 115 lengths. He won 
without pressure from Arcaro. 


Warfare won the Swift Stakes at Aqueduct on March 26 in new track-record time of 1:093%. It was the second start and 
first victory of the year for the leading 2-year-old of 1959. Francis S. finished second, and Greek Page was third. 
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Leading Sires of 1959, With Indexes 


Two Claiborne Farm Stallions whose 
progeny have dominated American racing 
for several years again provided a win- 
ning quinella in 1959. *Nasrullah. which 
died May 26. 1959, stood at the top of 
the list of sires. as ranked by gross earn- 
ings. and *Princequillo was in second 
place. *Princequillo had led the list. with 
*Nasrullah second. in 1957 and 1958. and 
*Nasrullah had stood at the top in the 
1955 and 1956. 

Both sires had totals of well over a 
million dollars in 1959, and it was the 
fitth year in succession for *Nasrullah’s 
offspring to attain such a figure. No other 
sire has reached such a level in so many 
years. Bull Lea’s get went above the mil- 
lion mark on 4 occasions. though not in 
succession. 

As in previous years. *Nasrullah’s suc- 
cess derived from an extremely high per- 
centage of good runners. The record of 
each of his starters in 1959 is summarized 
in an accompanying tabulation. where the 
information is set forth in the format used 
in American Race Horses for giving the 
records of all sires and their starters. 

In this unique method of summary. 
used for the first time in American Race 
Horses, 1958, the starters are arranged 
according to the years in which they 
were foaled, with the oldest horses at the 
top and the youngest at the bottom of the 
list. A hyphen preceding a namé_indi- 
cates a female. A number immediately 
following the name of a runner indicates 
the claiming price, or range of claiming 
prices. for which a horse won. The nota- 
tion 15-25 after the name of Homeplace 
shows that his victories in 1959 were in 
races in which he could have been claimed 
for a minimum of $1.500 and a maximum 
ot $2.500. Dehav Dove won for $7.500; 
the x indicates that he also won a non- 
claiming race. Names of stakes winners 
ere given in capitals, names of  stakes- 
placed horses are underlined. 

The index shows the ratio of earnings 
to average opportunity. That is. it repre- 
sents the result of dividing a horse’s actual 
earnings by the average expectation of 
$5.23] in 1959. Triangle Publications. 
which publishes the American Racing 
Manual, reports 28.623 starters in 1959 
and gross distribution of $92.848.541. 
The $353.752 difference between the 
gross and net money credited to winners 
of added-money races was subtracted from 
ihe gross distribution. leaving a total of 
$92.494.789 credited to individual horses. 
The average. on this basis. was $3.23] 
per starter. (Beginning with 1961. Tri- 
angle Publications will credit all horses 
with gross earnings. ) 

*Nasrullah’s 77 runners in 1959 earned 
$1.434.543. or 443.99 times the average 
expectation ($3.231) for one starter. The 
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adjustment (443.99) is divided by the 
number of starters (77) to obtain the 
index, which shows that *Nasrullah’s get 
earned 5.77 times the average expectation 
per starter in 1959. The 1959 index was 
slightly lower than the lifetime index of 
6.53 for the 408 North American year-

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cently in Daily Racing Form, that is. in 
the order of gross earnings. disregarding 
the number of starters representing each 
sire. (The monetary totals slightl 
different in several cases from those given 
in the Form. The number of runners is 
given here, rather than the number of 
earners. which the Form and Manual 
usually give.) 

If the ranking were on the basis of 
the index. or rate of earnings per starter. 
*Ballydam would stand at the top of the 
list, his offspring having earned 13.18 
times the annual average of $3.213. per 
starter. The greater part of the total 
was earned by Bally Ache. of course. 
There were only 7 other runners. repre- 
senting the horse’s first crep. 

Determine, another first-crop sire with 
-an outstanding runner (Warfare). had an 
index almost as high as *Ballydam’s. 
Among sires represented by more than 
one crop. Tom Fool was the leader. 
with an index of 8.46 for 25. starters 
Next in order were Sunglow. 25 starters. 
7.57; *Indian Hemp. 14, 7.14: Take Away. 
25, 6.72. Then come *Nasrullah, *Royal 
Charger, Rough’n Tumble. *Princequillo. 
*Turn-to, *Tudor Minstrel. Intent. Olym- 
pia, To Market, and *Noor. all with 1959 
indexes above 3.00. 

Like an early-season batting average 
of .500, an extremely high index is vir- 
tually certain to decline as the number of 
runners increases. In appraisal of sire 
records, the chief value of the index is in 
the measurement of earnings of progeny 
over a period of years. The cumulative 
index reports the rate of earnings, in 
comparison with average annual oppor- 
tunity (always represented by 1.00). until 
the record is complete. 

Compilation and typing of the records 
of all stallions represented by runners in 
1959 are now under way. The data. in the 
format illustrated by the record of *Nas- 
rullah’s progeny, will be included in 
American Race Horses, 1959, to be pub- 
lished in the early summer by the Ameri- 
can Thoroughbred Breeders Association.

Jockey Gerry Scott. suffering from a 
badly damaged shoulder in a recent spill. 
said of Merryman II’s race, “I had some 
anxious moments, especially at Bechers 
each time around. The second time I 
really thought he was going down, but he 
recovered well.” 

Merryman II was among the leaders 
from the start, and he took charge of the 
affair after the sixth jump. Badanloch 
(149) put him under attack in the late 
stages. but the favorite drew away to win

by about 15 lengths. Clear Profit (141) 
finished in third place. The winner’s 
time for 4 miles and 856 yards was 
9:2615. 

Nine of the 26 runners fell during the 
first circuit of the 30-jump course, and 9 
more fell before the race was completed. 
There was one fatality, the Irish runner 
Belsize. The horse already had thrown 
his rider, and on the 15th jump he landed 
improperly and broke a leg. 

Merryman II had raced once previously 
this year. finishing third in the 3-mile 
Hearts of Oaks Steeplechase Handicap 
at Manchester on February 27. Last year 
he won the Liverpool Foxhunters’ Steeple- 
chase and the Scottish Grand National 
Steeplechase.

Chemists vs. Vets 


The first half of the report on the 
American Association of Equine Practi- 
tioners’ recent forum on medication and 
the 48-hour rule began on page 642 of 
last week’s issue. The conclusion follows. 


DR. WILLIAM O. REED. This is the 
first time that we as veterinians have 
had opportunity to discuss this 
problem in the presence of racing of- 
ficials. First of all, we have the basic 
purpose of the stimulation rule. which 
was to overcome stimulation with nar- 
cotics. | think we all agree that these 
must be eliminated. I don’t think it is 
fair. or ethical, or humane to use any 
of those medications. 

The practitioner has many problems 
with this rule that do not reach the 
surface. We all agree the public should 
be protected. But what about the owner 
of the horse? No one says a word about 
him. He may pay $60.000 or $70,000 for 
a horse. and all of a sudden the horse 
is a bleeder. What is he going to do? 
Shoot him? Jockeys must be protected 
too. There have been accidents with 
jockeys getting on sore horses. 

DR. JOE E. BURCH. As veterinarians 
we see this problem daily. Our basic

48 hours. Dr. Oester discussed whether 
a horse ever should run under the in- 
fluence of drugs. and his answer was 
no. I think most veterinarians feel that 
the answer should be yes. For the same 
abnormal tissue change that he speaks 
of. we use anti-inflammatory agents. We 
do this as a protection to the investment 
of the owner. 

The anti-inflammatory action you pro- 
duce with certain of the drugs allows 
the animal to be raceable. Many of these 
inflammatory changes are not 
able with long-term rest or therapy that 
we have at the present time. It is very 
true that some of them have a masking 
effect. but this allows him to be race- 
able. 


correct- 


Butazolidin reverses the inflammation 
of an ankle. or a knee. or any one of a 
number of conditions. It helps protect a 
capital investment. We have our 
facility now steroids. cortisones that will 
reverse inflammation and allow the horse 
to be raced. with no danger involved to 
the jockey or the public. Many of us 
feel that the public would be deceived 
if we did not do something to reverse 
the inflammatory process and assure an 
adequate performance. 


DR. ROBERT W. COPELAN. I prae- 
ticed under the 24-hour rule, the 48- 
hour rule, and the rules in Kentucky and 
New York. I think that the 48-hour rule 
is not a good one. I am not sure } can 
come up with a substitute for it that is 
exactly perfect. but I know that practic- 
ing veterinary medicine is quite difficult 
to do under the 48-hour rule. or under 
any hour rule. 

My armamentarium is considerably de- 
pleted by not being able to use the drugs 
that I have been taught to use. I do not 
feel that IT can do a service to the owner 
or the trainer without the use of these 
drugs. When a man calls for a veterinar- 
ian, he wants someone who is proficient 
and qualified to be able to treat these 
horses. 

DR. WILLIAM E. TRUSSELL. I am 
definitely of the opinion that the specific 
handicapped horse is entitled to  profes- 
sional aid, providing this aid is under 
professional supervision. think it will 
definitely make the horse perform nearer 
to his normal ability. 

DR. EDWARD M. LANG JR. The 
hardest-hit_ man under the 48-hour rule 
is the trainer. How can he tell. with the 
increasing number of horses. when he 
can get a horse in? With the 48-hour 
rule there is no way he can train a horse 
properly. Therefore. that can lead to the 
damage of the horse. and this is not fair 
to the public. 

DR. M. B. TEIGLAND. I believe that 


our major problems with horses may be

classified into 2 groups. I think one of 
the most important problems in treating 
the horse the treatment of inflam- 
mation, whether produced by infection. 
by trauma. or various accidents that occur 
to 


is 


horses. 


We also are faced with the problem 
of treating deficiencies in the horse. I see 
no reason why it makes any difference 
whether this deficiency need be corrected 
over the period of a month before he 
races. if it is possible to do so, or whether 
this deficiency is of such nature that it 
must be corrected within a_ reasonable 
time before he runs. 


The problem of the pathology of the 
horse was mentioned by Dr. Oester (page 
660 of last week’s issue). I think his in- 
terpretation infers we not relieve 
the pathology of a horse. I do not believe 
this is quite correct. 

If you have a horse which is lame in 
the left ankle. the ankle is accessible 
with the hypodermic needle. There are 
anti-inflammatory compounds. and if you 
inject one of them he stays sound, as far 
as you are concerned. I do not feel that 
there is any difference in treating a horse 
to correct a lameness that is accessible 
and in treating a horse the day before 
he runs because he has an inflammation 
which is inaccessible, or maybe not even 
within our ability to diagnose. No train- 
er in his right mind—and no veterinarian, 
either—is going to allow a sore horse 
to train, and take the chance of his 
horse being out of co-ordination and 
fracturing sesamoid bones or bowing a 
tendon, or whatever. Consequently, horses 
are being trained under medication. 

We are responsible. in my opinion, to 
treat this horse for the purpose of rac- 
ing. That gives the true form of the 
horse. Suppose a horse pulls up sore. and 
the public knows this. The next time 
this horse comes to the post the racing 
public is not aware that he has been 
treated. Consequently, the odds jump to 
20 to 1. 

Eighty per cent more horses pull up 
lame than the public knows about. If 
the winner was even money, he goes 
back to the post as even money and is 
expected to perform the same way. With- 
out medication, they cannot perform the 
same way, and the public is fooled. 

Medication and stimulation are 2 dif- 
ferent things. No one associated with rac- 
ing wants a horse stimulated. As_ for 
medication, | would like for anyone on 
this panel, or anyone on the floor. to 
name the medication that will allow the 
horse to run better than he is capable 
of running. I do not think there is any 
such medication. But there are many 
medications that will allow him to run 
as well, or nearly as well as he is cap- 
able. 

I had occasion to speak to a group 


in which there was a judge. I asked him. 
“Sir, would you like to have a rule post- 
ed that no judge sits on the bench within 


48 hours after having a drink?” He said. 
“It is an inference that we are all 
drunkards.” 

Another problem in the 48-hour rule: 
Horses come to our area from New York. 
where they have been performing 
splendidly. If the horse was run under 
medication in New York, how can _ he 
perform according to form in Florida? 

DR. JAY CLAYTON HANSEN. First 
I would like to explain why phenothiazine 
was made a special drug in California 
(page 657 of last week’s issue). Dr. 
McKim. who is our state veterinarian at 
Hollywood Park. Del Mar, and Santa 
Anita Park. told me that the information 
delivered to him at the time this drug 
came under discussion was that the test- 
ing laboratory was having difficulty in 
differentiating phenothiazine from Spar- 
ine, which is a tranquilizer with a pheno- 
thiazine derivative which is eliminated in 
the urine. 

It was also Dr. McKim’s opinion, and 
my opinion, that this was not a logical 
reason for excluding phenothiazine on a 
2-week basis, or any other basis. It 
my opinion that it is the problem of the 
analytical laboratory. I do not believe 
that the horse or the veterinarian or the 
trainer or owner should be made to suffer. 

As Dr. Teigland has stated, there are 
no drugs which will move up a physiolog- 
ically sound horse. 

I have heard how certain vitamins will 
make a horse run faster or farther. Gen- 
tlemen, I know from experience that if a 
horse is physiologically sound you can 
give him all the vitamins in the world. 
and he isn’t going to run any faster. 
In fact, you can get so much into him that 
he may go the other way. 

Butazolidin is a useful drug—if used 
judiciously. It has, in my opinion, essen- 
tially no bad effects —if used judicious- 
ly. But Butazolidin, fallen into the hands 
of the trainer, is now being used by the 
trainer for every little blemish, every little 
sore. It is being over-used, and I think 
we will have deleterious effects. blood 
dyscrasias. and so on. It is being used 
where another drug might possibly be 
better to use in its place. 

We in California have been under fire 
for some 21% years, and I think we have 
been under fire as no other veterinary 
group has been, anywhere. I do not be- 
lieve there is anyone other than the Cali- 
fornia race track practitioner who has had 
to ride with a police officer to see to it 
that he does not medicate horses im- 
properly. So you see why I am interested 
in this. 

DR. JOHN W. METCALF. We were 
able to get along very nicely without this 
particular drug (Butazolidin) until a 
short time ago. I have seen an instance 
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in which a 3-year-old would start to pop 
an osselet. Under normal circumstances. 
the situation would require cooling off, 
rest. firing. or whatever. But the trainer 
is able to go en with the horse with 
Butazolidin or the steroids, and he takes 
this horse to the point where we are not 
able to help him. to get his potential life 
out of him. 

TEIGLAND. I would like to comment 
on that. I do not own any interest in a 
Butazolidin company. but I can give you 
another example. There was a $15,000 
horse which had been fired and had an 
ankle condition that seemed uncorrect- 
able. I think he won 3 straight races some 
| years ego under the influence of Buta- 
golidin. | took the logical approach. ad- 
vising the man to stop this horse. give him 
6 months. blister him, then refire him if 
he wished. Six months later the chap told 
me the horse was worse than before he 
was retired. wouldn't even gallop. 

I put him back on Butazolidin, 2 grams 
daily. and they took routine blood counts 
for 120 days. At the end of 120 days he 
won 4 more races. 

I am not defending Butazolidin as a 
panacea. But we did not salvage this 
horse by stopping him for 6 months. 
He was no better runner when he came 
back. but he came back, and he performed 
as well as before, no better, no worse. 

DR. JAMES L. TEMPLE. The lasting 
effect of Butazolidin is far greater than 
48 hours. It will last him 3 to 5 days. 
In California ne one knows 48 hours 
ahead of time who is going to race 
and who is not. So there is no way of 
knowing that a horse you treat today is 
going to be in within 48 hours. That is a 
discrepancy. 

I work for a very. very highly regarded 
millionaire horse breeder who takes ad- 
vantage of the 48-hour rule. He does not 
give injections within the 48-hour law. 
but he has food additives. He will take a 
10 ce. bottle of By, y and dump it into 
the feed. Therefore, it is a food supple- 
ment and not a drug. He does this the 
day of the race or the day before. 

DR. E. M. LANG: Is there really a 
test for Butazolidin? 

OESTER. Within the last year the 
Colorado chemists have devised an effi- 
cient testing procedure which is now 
available to all chemists. 

DR. EDWARD M. UMANS.. The rac- 
ing laws are antiquated. They should 
take into account the advances in medi- 
cine. 

DR. FRITZ A. HOWARD. I think 
the chemists have to classify the type of 
drugs being used, put them down as 
stimulants, steroids, or other things to re- 
lieve the inflammatory conditions. <A 
caller will say, “The 48-hour rule is in 
force and I can’t use Butazolidin. How 
about taking a little white tissue-out for 
me?”

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in the East, at the big tracks. and has 
been nerved from the knee down. I would 
rather see a steroid or Butazolidin or 
some other drug used than to have the 
white tissue taken out. It would be safer 
for the public and safer for the jockey. 
But your chemists and your racing of- 
ficials ane definitely going to have to clas- 
sify what type of drugs one can use, or 
what type of drug is a stimulant. 

JAMES H. INGLIS. Michigan racing 
commissioner. If chemists in New York 
last season had come up with a positive 
Butazolidin, would the New York State 
Racing Commission have considered that 
grounds for disciplinary action? 

MARSHALL CASSIDY. In New York. 
if anything is found in the saliva or the 
urine. the stewards investigate the case 
completely. with respect to whether the 
owner or trainer had any prior knowledge 
that the horse was going to run a better 
race and whether the betting indicated 
they were taking advantage of it. But un- 
less they found to their satisfaction that 
an attempt was made to defraud the 
public. I doubt they would take action 
as a stimulation case. or violation of that 
rule. 

DR. H. M. SMITH. I feel that the 48- 
hour rule is a deterrent to the licensed 
veterinarian who is bound by professional 
ethics and standards and_ personal in- 
tegrity. 

DR. DANIEL C. STEARNS. [ think 
one point has been overlooked. Until the 
commissioners and their association and 
the chemists, who go every year to some 
exotic place for their convention, like 
Mexico City, come up with a solution to 
the druggist located within a short radius 
of the race track, who has a ready market. 
and who sells ACTH and adrenal cortex 
over the counter, like chewing gum, until 
you come up with a solution to that prob- 
lem, I think you should pay your own 
expenses to these conventions. . 

DR. C. H. BURGER. I think this 48- 
hour rule encourages the trainer to inject 
his own horses. 

CASSIDY. I would like to say some- 
thing that it seems to me I have known 
for 50 years — that hopping or stimulating 
a horse has produced in the minds of the 
governing bodies a kind of hysteria. when 
actually, as far as I know. stimulating a 
horse does not make him run faster than 
he could normally. I think hysteria has 
been the cause of our problem with this. 

WOODCOCK. Dr. Oester is assuming 
that every time the chemists are able to 
detect a specific drug and that drug is 
found in the saliva or urine of a race 
horse the particular drug should be con- 
sidered as helping or hindering the move- 
ment of that horse. Therefore. his idea 
is that any time the chemists are able to 
analyze a sample and it becomes a positive 
sample. then there should be some rule to 
cover that. Is that right? 


OESTER. Yes. 


Training at Aiken 


By Bitt Rone 


Aiken. As of the last of February. 
there were about the same number of 
Thoroughbreds training at the 2 tracks 
here, South Carolina’s oldest and in many 
ways most attractive training center, as 
there were last year. 

There were 208 horses at the Aiken 
Training Track. which is run by William 
Post. They represent 15 stables. This in- 
cludes 4 horses which George M. Hum- 
phrey shipped from his Georgia farm to 
trainer Mack Miller. 

Miller is one of the 2 newcomers. 
other being John H. Clark. 

(Following is a brief look at most of the 
Aiken stables. Missing are reports on the 
horses of G. H. (Pete) Bostwick, Harry 
Sanderson, and George Baker) :

GREENTREE STABLE 

The best-known Aiken-based stable, 
Greentree had 21 horses here this winter, 
including 14 2-year-olds. The trainer is 
John M. Gaver. The 3 most promising 
among the older group are Weatherwise, 
Ooweekin, and *Mi Carina. 

Weatherwise. a 3-year-old colt by Tom 
Fool—* Sunset III. won the Futurity and 
Sanford Stakes last year. Ducking a direct 
answer to a question concerning Weather- 
wise’s early engagements, the trainer said 
only that “he will start when he gets 
ready.” 

Ooweekin,. 3-year-old colt by Tom Fool 
—Indian Legend. won his only start (at 
Belmont). He had a lot of trouble with 
his shins and popped an osselet at Sara- 
toga. He began galloping before the first 
of the year and was breezing regularly 
before March 1. And he won the feature 
of the Aiken Trials on March 19, 

*Mi Carina, 4-year-old filly by Ocar- 
ina—Folie Douce—was considered to be 
one of the best fillies in France last year. 
Greentree bought her in the fall shortly 
before she finished fourth in the Prix de 
Are de Triomphe. She was fourth again 
in the International at Laurel. Gaver said 
she had wintered “exceptionally well.” 

Twinkle Twinkle. 3-year-old filly by 
Tom Fool—* Moon Star Il, won one of 3 
starts at 2. “I think this is a stakes class 
horse — at least. I hope so.” 


Gaver’s sole comment about his 14 2- 
year-olds: “An average group.” 


HOWARD HOFFMAN 

This Kentucky veteran, wintering for 
the second year in Aiken, trains for 2 
owners. L. L. Haggin IL and Bwamazon 
Farm. owned by Millard Waldheim. Hoff- 
man has 17 horses under his care. 

Lucky Lockett. ch. f., 4. *Royal Sere- 
nade—Sally Catbird (Haggin). “I hope 
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to win the opening-day Phoenix Handicap 


with her this year,” said Hoffman. The 
filly ran twice last summer. then popped 
a knee. 

Natural Bid. b. c.. 3. *Nasrullah— 
Queens of Clubs (Haggin). This “triple 
crown” candidate was sent to Florida in 
early January with the Flamingo Stakes 
in mind. Failing to get in 3 maiden 
races, he was put in an allowance test. He 
won. but was injured slightly. He was re- 
turned to Aiken and blistered. Ran once 
lust year. then fractured a splint bone. “I 
think T have a real good 3-yvear-old here.” 
He will run in the Blue Grass Stakes. 

Careless John. b. ¢.. 3. Johns Joy—Re- 
miss (Haggin). Another “triple crown” 
nominee, Careless John could beat Natural 
Bid at 2. He is being aimed for the 
Blue Grass. “If either come out of the 
Blue Grass okay, we'll go to the Derby. 
If not. we'll look for cheaper company.” 

Etonian, br. h., 6. Owen Tudor—* Wind- 
sor Whisper (Bwamazon Farm). <A crip- 
ple most of his life. Etonian lost to Round 
Table by only a head in the 1959 Citation 
Handicap. He is being prepped for a 
siakes engagement at Keeneland. 

Unnamed br. f. 2. by Double Jay—Hen- 
party (Haggin). This one has impressed 
Hoffman more than any of his juveniles. 
“She can do anything I ask her to do.” 

Unnamed blk. c. 2. by *Ambiorix 
Smart Devil (Haggin). Has done more 
than any of the colts. 

Rapide, br. f.. 2. Bimelech-—* Persian 
Maid (Bwamazon Farm). She behaves 
like a colt: responds well to hard work. 


F. AMBROSE CLARK 

Francis Bellhouse. the pleasant little 
Englishman who learned horsemanship 
as a jockey in France, is spending his 
14th winter in Aiken with the Clark 
herses. He has 13 horses in his care. 

Phaeton. b. g., 5, *Big Dipper 
Occupancy. “He’s a bit on the sulky side, 
but when he runs kind. he’s a_ rough 
horse.”

These Unbearable Sprints 


Hurray for Mr. Estes and his editorial 
on sprint races in America. It’s about 
time you horse people start blasting these 
race tracks about these unbearable sprint 
races. The big joke about Chicago rac- 
ing is marathon races for claimers over 
1144 miles. Every race you see. especially 
in Chicago. is 6 furlongs. except the one 
at 1,),miles. Big deal! This really im- 
proves the breed. 

Surveys show people want distance 
races. thought that in) merchandising 
you are supposed to satisfy the public. 
But not in Chicago. One time Chicago 
featured American Derby. Arlington 
Classic. and a handicap at 114 miles, 
and they ranked among the best in the 
country, Now they are not even men- 
tioned in same breath as Kentucky Derby. 
Preakness. or Belmont Stakes or leading 
handicap races. No wonder the Eeastern 
owners come in for main stakes—if they 
do—. then scoot as fast as they came in. 

Chicago racing is especially noted for 
early closing and futurities to build up 
the pot. Why don’t all tracks stop this 
burdensome expenditure to horsemen and 
close 2 weeks before running? 

I'd like to see all race tracks get to- 
gether and eliminate early-closing 
stakes and futurities. (2) no races at 
less than 7 furlongs for 3-vear-olds and 
up. (3) more grass racing. (4) more and 
more 115 and 2-mile races. and (5) give 
the public what it wants to see... 

Anyhow. it’s better for a horse to go 
a distance. because he doesn't have to 
use speed alone. I believe speed puts 
horses out of commission more than go- 
ing a distance . . . The first 4 top sires 
are from Europe . . . Our breeding  in- 
dustry is going downgrade.

Problem of Economics 


Received your March 5 edition that 
discusses “Formula for a Mess of Pot- 
tage.” It is my opinion that your analysis 
of “the mathematics of convenience” is 
correct. The economic principle of the 
law of diminishing returns tends to sup- 
port your premise.

York and New Jersey, you compare 2 
separate entities within a single industry. 
Each state had absolute handle gains in 
1959 over 1958. The reasons were dif- 
ferent and varied as your article  illus- 
trated. 

Since the analysis is limited to a single 
industry. horse racing, for its conclusion

This should lead to 
an interpretation that is based upon broad 
economic factors relative to the entire 
economy of the U. S.. of which racing 
is a factor that exerts an influence on the 
over-all economy only in’ proportion to 
its relative size. 

In 1957-58 the U. S. economy under- 
a recession that affected the over- 
This recession resulted in 
contraction of the relative economic 
growth of many U. S. corporations. In 
the March issue of the First National 
City Bank’s Monthly Letter a table i- 
presented comparing the net income of 
2.404 corporations. with a combined net 
income of $14.749.155.000 in 1958. These 


went 
all economy. 


same corporations in 1959, recevery 
vear. had an aggregate net income of 


$17.738.599.000. This 


represents an in- 


crease of 20 per cent in 1959 over the 
recessionary period, 1958. 
Wagering increases of 2 or 3 per cent 


only illustrate the relatively static posi- 
tion of racing as a growth industry. 
This increase hardly compensates for 


long-term inflationary losses. 

Racing is an industry that must be 
compared to other industries and upon 
this analysis it can only be concluded 
that its growth is not comparable to the 
great majority of U. S. corporations. 

Racing’s real problem is its relative 
is related to other U. S. 
corporations and certainly not how a 
~pecific racing system compares with an- 
other racing system within the economy. 

Should flat racing become too engrossed 
with its internal problem of negligible 
growth, it might find itself replaced by a 
more dynamic entity offering the same 
through a different medium.
